Touches of Acid 24 Hours After Caused 
It to Make Vigorous Physical 
Protests.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 11.—Prof. Lom- 
bard of Ann Arbor, instructor of physiology 
in the University of Michigan, believes 
that he has located the dwelling plaice of 
the soul in the spinal column. He has ar- 
rived at this conclusion after many months 
of experiments with frogs. 

Result of the last two days’ experiments 
seem to demonstrate that death through 
the medium of the brain does not termin- 
ate the control of the muscles. Thursday 
the professor produced before his class a 
live frog, from which he removed the brain. 
It was then suspended by its under jaw. 
An hour later a drop of acetic acid was 
touched to its foot. 

Instantly the frog began to jerk and 
twitch to get away from the stings of the 


acid, ‘Twenty-four hours later a tiny bit 
of filter paper saturated with acid was 
placed against the body. The frog kicked 


with both legs and dislodged the paper. 
Placed upon its back th paper was 
shaken o Every time it was placed on 


any part of the body the legs sent it flying. 

Prof. Lombard calls this activity ‘‘reason 
movements,'’ and will continue the experi- 
ments for the pares’ of acertaining how 
tar the reasoning tinct may go.

JURY EXONERATES HER OF ABET- 
TING ALEXANDER’S DEATH. 


WOMAN WEEPS BUT IS SILENT 


#ilexander Was Her Sweetheart and 
Came of a Good Indiana 
Family. 


A jury in Judge Ferris’ division of the 
Criminal Court Saturday morning returned 
a verdict finding May Cupples, accused of 
having aided and abetted Edward Alex- 
ander in the taking of his own life, was 
not guilty. 

This is the only trial that ever took place 
in Missouri, when this charge was prefer- 
red. The charge was technically man- 
slaughter in the first degree, and the pun- 
ishment, if a verdict. of guilty has been 
found, would have been from imprisonment 


in the penitentiary for 10 years to a life 
sentence. 

The Cupples woman, from her seat in the 
prisoner's dock, clasped her hands ai 
anxiously watched the jurors as they filod 
into the courtroom. She lstened closely 
to the reading, and when she learned ihat 
she was free, tears came to her eyes, She 
said not a word, but arose and left the 
courtroom. 

in the cage, adjoining the courtrvom, 
were a number of prisoners awaliing tria. 
When they learned the verdict they set u 
a loud cheering. This caused Judge Ferris 
to issue an order that they be conductea 
back to jail immediately. 

May Cupples was on trial because of the 
death of Edward Alexander on Aug. 9 iast. 
may Cupples lived at 2018 Chestnut street 
with one Georgia Knight. Alexander, whv 
came from a good family at North Ver- 
non, Ind., was a frequent ,visitor at the 
house, He was an admirer of May Cupyples. 

While in her company, on the date men- 
tioned, he took poison and died a few hours 
later at the City Hospital. At the time it 
was thought to be a plain case of suicide, 
and the coroner so returned a verdict, after 
the autopsy has béen held. 

After the stomach had been destroyed, 
Alexander's father caused an investigation 
to be made and suspicion fell on the Cuppics 
wolian. She was arrested. The inquest 
was reopened. She made contradictory 
statements, and at the preliminary hearing 
she was held for murder in the first degree. 
The aasery reduced the charge to man- 
slaughter.

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KEEP FAITH WITH CUBA. 

In considering the commercial relations of the United States 
and Cuba, it must be kept in mina that the industry of the 
island is at the mercy of this country. 

Im this country must the Cubans find their market. During 
the last fiscal year the exports amounted to $63,000,000, of which 
345,500,000 worth of products came to the United States. Under 
the Dingley tariff enacted in the interest of the sugar and 
tobacco trusts, the prices obtained by the planters are insuf- 
ficient to maintain the industry. Sooher or later the planters 
will be impoverished and bankrupted. 

The responsibility is upon the United States. The Cuban 
constitution containg provisions inserted at the demand of our 
government which effectually ties the hands of the islands 
and reduces the so-called “free and independent” republic to 
a condition of dependence. One of these is that “Cuba can 
make no treaties or compacts with foreign powers without 
consent of the United Statcs.’’ 

This means that trade treaties wil] be rigorously censored 
at Washington, and what more natura! than that the censorship 
should be dictated by the same influences that dictated our 
sugar and tobacco schedules? 

Morally, such a course cannot be justified. Practically, Cu- 
ba’s only market is in the United States, and we owe it to 
our national self-rerpect to enable her to sell her products on 
terms which will insure a reasonable return to capital and 
labor invested. Cuba must have reciprocity with this country. 
The alternative is ruin for the Cubans and dishonor for Ameri- 
cans. 

Which shall it be? Prosperity for the Cubans and an honest 


redemption of our good faith, or the interest of the two gréat 
trusts? 


In his iatest message Gov. Beckham of Kentucky says to the 
Legislature, in a paragraph on the World’s Fair: ‘‘There is a 
bond of friendship between Missouri and Kentucky which should 
not be overlooked, for the people of the two States are closely 
united by the ties of blood and intimate association.

CONTENTS BURNED LIKE TINDER 


PIACE WAS IN RUINS IN TWENTY 
MINUTES. 


Sheds Stood Alongside the Power 
House but Latter, Though in Great 
Danger From the Blaze, Was 
Not Damaged. 


In @% minutes fire destroyed the Belle- 
fontaine shed of the St. Louis Transit Co., 
burning between fifty and seventy-five cars 
and causing a loss estimated at $60,000, Sat- 
urday morning. 

The shed extended from Ferry street to 
Farragut street on Nineteenth street. It 
was vune-story in height, and three of its 
walls were of brick and the other of wood. 

It was used as a stable for summer cars, 
nearly all of which were the expensive 
open equipages used on the company’s 
Washington avenue division. 

The shed stood alongside the power house 
of the Belefontaine division of the com- 
pany, but the fire was prevented from ex- 
tending to the service property. The op- 
eration of cars was not interfered with 
and no damage was done to the power ap- 


paratus or house. 


insurance. 

The manner in which the fire originated is 
not known. F. L. Webster, chief engineer | 
of the company, who makes his headquar- 
ters at the power house, says he and En- |
